Phlebotomy, or bleeding, is ufcful when as 
fiorfe (lands. much in tbcftable, is full fed, and 
has little or no exercife; when his legs are 
fwclled, or his eyes look heavy, dull, red, or 
infliwnedij alfo when he is thriving^ or rubbing, 
Kls hair off j in all inflammatory fevers; in. 
falls, bruifes, hurts of the eyes, and (Irains- 
accompanied with inflamnlations. 

To know what quantity of blood- y.ou take- 
away, it is neceffary to bleed by meafure : inu 
mofl: cafes two and a.half or thfee quarts, may;- 
be fufficient. 

The following compofitibiT is cxccllcnr for 
cooling and purifying the blood in horfes tha»

^ horfeof a coftive habit, it will probably oc- 
cafion a violent inflammation. This may be 
imputed to the large tradl of bowels it has to. 
paft through, which is upwards of thirty yards; 
and the time the phyfic lies in the bowels is 
feldom lefs than twenty-four hours. 

If the above diredions for preparing a horfe 
for phylic be cautiouQy obfcrvcd, there vviU 
feldom any danger enfue.

Op H iS glartdets arc known by matter running 
from the noftrils, ' which is yellow oir 
grcenifti, and fometimes ftreaked or tinged with 
blood. When the difeafc is of' long continu-* 
anccji and the bones begin to decay ; or when 
the matter is brackiCh,. and becdmes very oiFcn- 
five, the difeafe is deemed incurable.' It is aU 
ways attended with a hard fwelling of the 
glands, or kernels, under the jaws. This dif- 
eafe begins with a flight inflammation Ofi the 
pituitory membrane, which linesjhe^partitiort

along the infidc of the nofe, and the frontal 
tavities abovd the orbits of the eyes, while eve- 
ry other part of the body is free from any dif- 
order. There are fevcral forts of difeafes, falfty 
Wiled the glanders. Thd 
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The firft may proceed from an ulceration of 
the lungs, which is a whitilh nxatter, coming 
^Nyay bylumps^ 

The fecond fort feizcs a horfc after fomelong 
continued difeafe, by hard labour, which af- 
feds the lungs ; the humour then appears 
whitifli, tinged with yellow. 

The third, is a difcharge from the ftrangles, 
which oftentimes vends itfelf at (he noilrils. 
§ee t|i? ftrangleSt 

The fburtfa is when an acrimonious humour 
in the farcy feizes thefe parts, where it loqa 
3ays ap incurable fQundatJon. 

As there are feveral forts of this difeafe, dif^ 
cernible to the eye, it will be proper to inform 
the reader, that the three firft mentioned (falfly 
failed the glanders) are undoubtedly curable.

Thi^^ difeafc is incurable whei\ tHe. matter 
^ifcharged from the noftrils, turns greenifli, or 
tinged vyith blood, and fticks to the middle of 
%hc paflage like pafte or glue. If the horfe be 
poor, he is generally aiFeiled with the farcy, as 
iveli as the glanders, thdUgh it may not make 
its appearance to the ej/e for foms time ; hut 
when it threatens, it is Cilily known by the 
fharpnefs of the corrolive matter that runs down 
his nollrils, which even fcalds and eats that 
griftly and bony fubftanc'e, wnich feparatcs one 
cavity of tne noi'e from the other.

In foaic horfei, it (Hows itfelf on the head 
only j in others^ on the external j ugular, oi* 
heck vein i in otherSj on the plate veini and 
runs down the infide of the fore leg, (common* 
ly called the fofe arni) tov<^ards the knee, arid 
often upwards to the brifket ; in fome^ it (hows 
itfelf on the hind parts, about the pafterns, arid 
along the large veins on the infide of the thigbi

When the farcy appears on the forehead, theS 
checks, outfide of the fhoulders, near the wi^ 
thers, or the hip, it is eafily cured.

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Nevcrthelefs, when the woynd is pcrfcifM/ 
i^leanfed, it mufl be drefled two or three titnes« 
with iEgyptiacum ointment; then finifti the 
oqre with tincture of myrrh, or the wound- 
balfam, anointed op the wound with 4 feather;

TJ^E VERS, in genera], are the cffc^: d* k 
ilrohg and unnatural motion of the bloody 
which occaiiohs great heat and inilania^ition iri 
ihe body, and the pulfe qMickencil beyond itg 
jnatural fpeed. The general Fymptoiti^ are, lof| 
t)( appetite; rcftlefsnef«; the horjfe rahgmg 
from one end of the rack to the other; hi^ 
eyes red and inflanied; his toiigue parched aiii 
idry^j his flantcs beat quick; hi6 t>reath hot aii4 
offeafive ; he nibbles his hay, arid frequently 
hangs his head do^p to the grodnd ; hib puISt 
beats upwards of fifty times in a miniite ; tbd 
heat of his body appearS feveral degrees hoti 
terthan ufual; though not patched aft iii C4ai(^ 
inflammatory difiirders. 

Fevers are often Wrong treated by country 
JTarriers, who frequently give one dbfe iipon an- 
other, without waiting the effciSt of t^ie firfti 
theii* medicinies^ .like wife, confining of fi npld 
articles, which have ho pb wer to cHecH the pro* 
^efi of the diforder. T^e internal inflamma^ 
tory fevers, generally take their fcat ^t the fto-i 

F toachi 
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, mach, from a cold, or a large diftcntion of tlte 
ftomach, by a load of indigefted food ; caufingj 
the inflammation to extend into various parts 
of the body, which obftruifl the perfpiration ;. 
and if not removed by fome powerful medicine, 
will prefently end in a gangrene or mortificatiork. 

The fymptoms of a violent inftammatcrry fe- 
ver are fimilar to thofe of the ftaggers, anrd 
almoft require the fame treatment. Sermetiraea 
the horfc afFedled, appears quite fenfclefs and 
ftupified; ftales and dungs infenlibJy ; ranges 
about in the ftable, and is lubj^dt to bruife him-^ 
felf (efpecially his head) againft the walls ; his 
flanks beat; his cars and legs are hot and cold 
by turns ; his body is often in great hcat^ and 
Sometimes emits cold fweat9« 

In thefe cafes, firft bleed plentifully, (to th«t 
quantity of three or four quarts) then give tho 
following drink.

Of the STRANGLES qnd VIVES^ 

9ntS H E ftpangles is a difeafe to vvhich mofl 
^ young horfes are fubjeft, at one time op 
other. It generally begins with an inflamma- 
tory fwelling bstwixt th^ jaw-bone, which ex- 
tends to the. mufcles of ths tongue, and caufes 
great heat, pain, and difficulty of fwallowing* 
The internal fymptoms are, a feverifli h?at 
throughout the body ; a painful cough ; a great 
thirft, attended with extreme difficulty to drink; 
fpr^e horfes entirely lofe their appetite, an4 
others eat vejy fparingly. The inflanimation^ 
or fwelling, generally appears on the infide of 
the jaw-bone, fometidies in the middle betwixt 
the jaws under the tongue roots, the upper part 
C)f the throat, called the larynx, or the head of 
the windpipe or gullet ; when this lad part is 
gflbAedj he breathes (^uick, and holds o^t hia. 
^ ^ * aofa- 
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rcfe and head conflantly in the fame pofition^ 
his eyes appearing as ^though they were fixed in 
Id is head. This difordcr fomfctimes difcharges 
itfelf at the nofe, which is very trouble(bmc to 
,curc; and is then called the baftard ftrangles. 

The beft ren^edy is to aflift Nature, by giv- 
ing wariTL water, and . hot mafhes^ ■ eyery day ; 
and a noUrifliing drink (ir^p^ge45) every other 
day^ or every third day-; which will not only 
very much ftrengtheft the ftoraach and appetite^ 
but abate the feverifh heat internally^ and bring 
the fwelling to a fuppuration, in a &ort time^ 
The fwelling under the jaws> muft be well 
rubbed once or twice a day, wi t h, t he Jol lowing 
liniment; and, afterwards, a poultice muft be 
applied over the fwelled part, and his head and 
neck covered with n, warm hood, or flannel.

%be Fleurify and Infiammation of the Lungs. 

Whether the inftammation takes its rife from 
the pleura, or the external coat of the l^ngs, 
is a matter, of no great concern, as the diforders, 
are fimrlar. It appears moft probable, that the. 
inflammation arifcs in the pleura, and fprcads 
from thence to the lungs. 

Thecaufes are, cold aiFedting thefkin, bid- 
den and great diftcntion of the pleura in refpi* 
ration j^ drinking cold water after being heated 
by violent ejfercife; low or high feeding ; want 
of cxercife and bleeding; when the body is 
full of blood and humours, riding a horfe deep 
in cold water \yhen hot, or letting him ftind 
long in the cold, Thcpleurify, and moft other 
inflammations, frequently arife in the hot fit of 
a fever* 

The fymptoms of a pkurify, and inflamma- 
tion of the lungs, are much the fame;, but 
with this difi^erence, that in a pleurify, a horfe. 
iSiewsgrea^^jrcfldeflTncik; ;hpavcs and works vio- 
• — lentl^ 
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lehtly with his flanks; and for the mofl: partj 
hife belly is tucked up. The fever at firft is 
moderate^ and afterwards rifes to a great height* 
In the beginning of this difeafe> he often ftrivcs 
to lie down, but ftarts up again immediately, 
and frequently turns his head to the fide afFeft- 
ed J his ears and feet are burning hot, and his 
mouth parched and dry. This difeafe, (when 
a hotfe is feized with it) has frequently beea 
miftaken for the gripes ; the difference is, whea 
a horfe is taken with the gripes^ he lies dowa 
and rolls about ; his eyes are turned up^ and 
his limbs ftretched out like one that is dying 
with convulfive twitches; his ears and feet are 
fometimes cold as ice; at other times hot as 
fire; he falls into profound fweats, and thea 
into cold damps, which generally continue un- 
til fomc relief be obtained. In inflammaions 
of the lungs> feveral of the fymptoms are nearly 
fimilar; except that the horfe, in fomc cafe8> 
appears more heavy and dull, fcarcely ever at- 
tempting to lie down during the time of his 
ficknefs; his fever is ftrong, with a dijfiicult 
breathing and ftibrt eoOgb, and when his mouth 
is opened, a great deal of ropy flkne will rua 
from it ;. he gleets at the nofe a yellow or red* 
4i(h matter^ which fticks to the infide of his 

noflrils 
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hoftriU like glue. The beating af his Ba^ikii 
however, i« ihconfidefaWe; rtor is Wfi belly 
tucked lip, as in tHepleurify: his ears and feet 
afe generally cdldi and he often falls into cold 
damp fweats; 

The ciire of bbtH thefe diforders is mucH 
the latne« In the firft place, if the horfe hi 
ftroag, let htm be bkd^ to the quantity of three 
quarts, or mjorc ; but if poor, or lean of flefh* 
t qu^t, or three pints nrili be fufitcient ; theii 
give the follooring drink.

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Therefore, when the diaphragm, heart, lungs, 
^c. all appear found and free from any ulcera- 
tion whatfocver; it will be proper to infpeft 
further into this diforder, in order to find out 
the true origin and iburce of it. It appears to 
me to be in that paflige of the head, betwixt 
the noftrils and windpipe, but in general very, 
near the windpipe; otherwife, a broken- wind- 
ed horfe would not make a whiftling noife with 
the air through his noftrils; hence, when a 
perfon fufpefts a broken- winded horfe, it is the 
conamon pradlice to fcjueeze the part with the 
fingers and thumb, to make him cough ; and 
lf a horfe, in this fituation, be kept in the

They appear 
Very large, add much refcmble maggots, with 
fniall, (harp^ prickly feet, along the fides of 
their bellijeSt by which they adhere clofely td 
the parts where they are bred. Thofc of the 
iftomach are commonly of a red colour i but in 
the ftrait gut they are white. The botts, in 
the ftrait gut^ generally appear in the month of 
Mjq^ or June, and are very igCily cured by ad- 
tniniftering half an ouiice of favin^ dried aiid 
powdered, in a fee^ of cprn, moiftehcdj once 
br twice a-^day, tor a week or more. 

The botts in the. ftohiach, generally appeat 
at the latter end of a dry fummcr, when thfc 
pondsi or fprings, are very low ; as at this time 
the water becomes mucjdy, and fwarms with 
infects, which may occafion fo many hundreds! 
to die in the low fens, and marihy countries.-— • 
The other fort is^ rather troubleibme than dan- 
gerous. The figns are, when the horfe look* 
lean. Jaded; or forfeited; and thrives not witH 
his food; beis fometimes griped^ bu( with nd 
tiolent fymptoms ; he often flrikes his hind fe^t 
aigainft his belly ; aiid voids theor with hii 
d^ng; 
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The cure of the botts, or gfabs, in the fto-? 
'Oiachj may be .cfFcded by taking two. drams of

Of the LAX and SCOURIMG. 

When horfes overpurgc, they fliould not be 
flopped unlefs the purging be attended with vi- 
olent griping pains, and the mucus, or the lin- 
ings of the bowels come away ; which often 
proceed from cold, hard riding, over-feeding, 
eating unwholefome food, Gfc. — This diforder 
is always attended with a fever, more or lefs. — « 
Give the cooling, purging drink, in page 8 i 
but if the fcouring be of long (landing, and th$ 
fymptoms not violent, adminifterthat excellent 
drink which is given at three times, as diredled 
in page 72. ' But if the diforder is attended with 
gripes andconvulfions, the following drink will 
be moft ufeful.

A poultice m^de of rye- flower, and old verjuice, 
boiled together, with a lump of hog's lard in it, 
may be applied on a ftrain in the coffin joint, 
after the oils are well rubbed in. Strains and 
bruifes on the back finews are eafily difcovered 
l>y the fwplling or inflammation which extends 
from the back fide of the knee down to the 
heel, or by the lame leg appearing thicker than 
the other; or by a preflTure of the finger and 
^humb on the part afFeded, which will make 
him flinch by the fcnfafeion of pain occafipncd 
thereby. In this; cafe^ let the tendon from the 

knee. 
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|{.nee to the fetIock>jaint be well rubbed with 
the fullowing mixturet

the fiaews, and after it has been well rubbed 
in, a linen bandage, two or three yards long, 
piuft be rolled upon the ^tendon, in order to 
ftrcngthen and brace them : but if the finews 
be muchfwelled and inflamed, foment f he parts 
twice a^dav with the following fomentation, 

RECIPE FOR Fomentation. 

Camphor, fx dfams, dijfohed in three ounces 
of fpirits of wine I extract of Saturn, called 
goulard, three ounces ; fpftng water, bojled, 
three quarts ; let the water Jtand till new^ 
milk warm ; then add the other ingredients. 

This fomentation is excellent for difperfing 
inflant|(natory fwellings ; efpecially thofe on the 
tendons. When the part has been well fo- 

mented 
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mcnted, the above mixtures for ftrains in tho 
finews muft be well rubbed in, and afterwards 
9. flannel bandage rolled round the leg, from 
the knee to the fetlock. Strains about the knees 
and pafterns, often proceed from kicks., or blawy, 
andareeafily cured by bathing the part with 
the following mixture. 

RECIPE. 

Verjuice, four ounces ; oil of turpentine, half 
m ounce \ bole armenic, half an ounce i fpi'^. 
rits offal ammoniac, one ounce : jhake them 
well together in a bottle for ufe. 

This mixture may be rubbed on with the 
hand, once or twice a-day. Sonietime^ whea 
the finews, or tendons, are much diftended and 
fwelled, the inflammation goes off, and leaves 
a very obftinate callous, vvhich muft be rernpved 
with the following bliftcring ointment.

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Before this bliftering ointment is ufed, all the 
hair muft be entirely clipped off over the callous, 
and the ointment rubbed in gradually with a 
fpatula, or dull cafe- knife. After the firfl. time 
of uling the ointment, it muft be rubbed ill 
with the fingers, and repeated every morning 
for fcven or eight days together. When done^ 
the horfe's head muft be tied to the rack, to 
prevent him gnawing the place with his teeth ; 
and the litter muft be taken away to hinder him 
from rubbing the blifter ofF before it takes ef- 
fed, which is generally in fix or eight hours. 
When the blifter has done running, the horfo 
may be turned out to grafs for two months ; and 
if the callous does not fubfide in that time, he 
muft be fetched up again, and the blifters re- 
peated as before, till the cure is quite completed. 

The above bliftering ointmeht will diflTolve 
all callous tumours, cither on the finews or 
hock, though ever fo obftinate or long (landing, 
if repeated as diredled. 
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SECTION XX. 

0/ FIRING, 

T^ I RING, is ufeful to ftrengthen and brace 
the relaxed finews i biit (hduld never be 
applied till the fvyelling or inflammation is en-* 
tirely removed; The firing irons muft be 
fmooth, thin, arid fine da the edge, and the 
lines on the finew» five in namber ; one down 
the main tendon, and tvro on each fide^ about 
the diftance of an inch froni each other. The 
crofs, or inclining lincs^ muft be at the diftance 
of three quarters of an inch from each other, 
and the thinner and finer the irons are, the 
neater will be the work. 

Great care muft be taken not to fire through 
the ikin, which would greatly blemifti the 
horfe, and tun the hazard of laming him; par* 
ticularly if near any tendon. Soon as he h 
firedi the follov^ing bliftcr muft be ufed.

Bees wax. Jour ounces ; iog's lard, two ounc^ 
es I common turpentine^ Jix ounces j Jimmer 
them over a flow fire till dijfohedi then add 
oil of turpentine, four ounces ; corrofive fub^

RECIPE. 

Black pitch, white pitch, each half d pounds 
oxy4:roceum plaijier, two ounces i diachylon^ 
plaijier, two ounces : melt them all togetbef 
and apply it as the former charge. 

When a charge is repeated, the hair is gene- 
rally grown long enough to have it applied 
without a flannel bandage; inftead of which 
ofe {hort wool, or dyer's flocks, and apply them 
before the charge grows cold.

\KT O U N D S arc of various kind«^ and fS- 
»u«ti«nsi Ibnaus are caufed by cutrl-ng, or 

pricking 
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pricking with forks, or other inftruments; 
others, by bruifing, tearing, ft^king, f^f^. All 
wounds, ia fleflay parts, xauft firft be clcanfcd 
from the blood, and carefully fcarched with a 
finger i and if the entrance of the wound be too 
fmall for the finger, the fkin muft be cut open ; 
or, if the wound be large enough, the whole 
hand may be put in, in order to extraft any ex- 
traneous bodies which might be left behind. 

# If the horfe be ftafced, it will be proper to 
examine what fort of a place it was where the 
accident happened; which will enable you* to 
judge rightly of the nature of the wound, its 
cure and confequences^ 

All Wounds which are out of the reach of 
the finger, and are not wide enough for the 
handj, muft b^ examined with a candle, as it is 
irery improper to examine wounds, with a probe 
in fle(hy parts. If the WQund bleed much from 
the incifion of an arteryj^ or vein, drefs it with 
« fkewer dipped in oil of vitriol, with a bit of 
fublimate therein.

It is proper ta drefsall wounds with this ftip*^ 
tici^efpecially in. fteflay parts, if not near any 
ter>don .or fic»ew s but if the wound ihpuWL 
J^leed faft,^ ^PP^y the following,.

SECTION XXIIL 

0/ U L C E R S. 

)r T may be Deedlefs here to enter into a large 
' defcription of ulcers; I (hall, therefore, on- 
ly treat qf fuch as are internal or external. 
The internal proceeds from a depravation of the 
nutritious juices, which arc hindered from flowr 
ing to the extfemity of the veffbls; in which 
cafe, a few alterative balls will be of great fer- 
yice. Or if this method does not fucceed, mer- 
curial phyfic may be given, and repeated at 
proper intervals. External ulcers are z^ folution 
9ontinual!y oozing from a foft part : for whea 
it affcds the hard parts, it is called caries. Ul- 
(:t:rs, or woundS;^ fo fi^uated, are often very 
^roublpfome* 

The firft method of cure is, to. get rid of the 
paries by cutting it clean out wi^th a knife ; then 
drcfs it well with a ikevvcr dipped in oil of vi^ 
triol ; and^ if the woujgl^ (hpuld bleed much^ 
a handful or two of fait, ^nd two handfuls of 
alum-leather fliavings, may be applied to it^ 
^hich muft be bandaged on fail^ and remain 
twelve hours : then the wound may be dreflcd 
wi^h the digeftivc pintn^ent, page 85, till it 

mends i^ 
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mends; and afterward with an equal quantilj; 
of Fryar's bajlao^ and iEjyptiacum, appiie4 
with a feather. Then take burnt alum, colour- 
ed with French bole, and fprinkle it all over 
the fore. If the wound be too dangerous ta 
cut with a knife, it will be better to eat it out 
with a cauftic, as follows. If the callous be 
large, holes muft be made in it, and a lump of 
corrofive fublimate, about the fize of a bean,^ 
put in each hole, and blocked up with a bit of 
dry hurds. This method, however, muft not 
be ufed near any tendons, for fear of laming 
the horfe. Take care, foon as the cauftic comes 
QUt, which is generally in thecourfeof a weck,^ 
to drefs the part as abo.ve^ 

Ulcers which appear on thofe parts where ^ 
bandage or roller may be applied, muftbedref-^. 
fed in the fame manner as the joint-oil. Th& 
fpUowingJs very eftxcaciou.s tQ,cleanfe ulqers ii\ 
the tendonaus parts. 

RECIPE. 

TinBure of ^upborbium^ one ounce i wound bal^ 
fam^ one ounce i corrojive fublimate^ ' one^ 
dram^ powdered and mixed together.. 

Let this be applied in the fame ^lan^e^ as the

SECTION XXIV. 

Of the Bone-Jpavitit Ring'-bone^ and Splint i^ 

"t" T will be needlefs to fay much on the nature 
of thefe, as they are fo well known to %vtxy 
perfon who keeps a horfe. Bone-fpavins, are 
hard excrefcencesi or fwelliiigSj growing on the 
infide of the hock ; tbofe on the lower part, 
are not fo bad as thofe on the middle of the 
joint, or the hock. The ring-bone, is a hard 
f welling on the lower part of the partem^ and 
generally reaches round the fore part of the 
foot, in form of a ring : though fometimes it 
will only appear on each fide the foot, ^nd 
then is called the fplirtters of a ring-bone. It 
generally takes its rife from the joining of the 
great and little paftera bones, which caufes a 
Jftiffnefs in the motion of the joint. Spavins 
and ring-bones, in general, are occafioned by 
ilrains ; though the former may come by a blow ; 
and the latter, by a ftub, or tread in winter^ 
when the (hoes arc turned up for the froft. 

Splints 
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Splints ate hard cxcrercences growing od ih& 
&ank bone of a hor(e> of various (hapes and 
fizes. When they grow TaVge, and prefs again ft 
the back iinew^ they g^ncfally Caufe lamcncfs^ 
or ftiffnefs,— Others^ except they are fituated 
hear the joirit^ feldom occafion lamencfs* The 
cure is nearly iimilar in all the above cafes. — =• 
Wh6n arty of the above complaints are firft dif- 
covered, they maybe eafily cured by the follow- 
ing applicatidii; 

RECIFE. 

Mgyptiacunf^ tw9 ounces ; wine vinegar^ t^^ 
ounces i fiiriis offal aiHmoniaCi one ounci \ 
oil of turpentine^ one ounce \ oil ofoHganUrih 
one ounce \ eupiorhtuM and cant barides^ each 
one drain ^ in powder. 

Let this miJclurfe be rubbed oii with- twd or 
three fingers, for half art hour> fcven or eight 
tnorning5 together* . 

This Redpe is eertaihTy 'one of the Beft thaf 
tatt be formed Out of the Materia Medica, and 
dcfetves the Higheff commendation. It will 
not only ciitp fpaVitis, ring-boriesv and iplirits' 
in their iiifahcy, but when they ' aris dbllihate, 
anthof long- ftariding; It' operates by blifteniig 

and 
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and fweating the part ; opens the pore?, aiitf 
makes way for the oil of origanum,' arid fpirits 
of fal ananfioniac, even to penetrate through the 
ligamcntal purfc which fiirrounds the joint's, and 
by that rtieans relieve vci^y obftiriate (trains in* 
any part, when of long ftandiiig. It! niay^be' 
made foniewhat ftronger by adding ten or fifteetf 
grains of fublimate, in powder, to the whole, 
and then fliake it well about. — M^uch might be 
faid iri recomtnendation of this mixture, but 
ievery perfon that has occadon to make ufe of it^ 
will foon be convinced of its good e^ed:s. 

The following is a Very good niixture' £<i}i 
iplints and fpaVins in their firlt appearance.

In very obftinate cafes^ where the callous li 
large, and the part fall of pain, the following 
method muft be ftridlly attended to. The hair 
muft always be clipped off before the medicine 
is applied. 

It is ufual to ftamp them with ah iron in- 
ilrument for that purpofe; but from the hard- 
liefs of the blow Ihaking the part, it often does 
more harm thangood^ The beft niethod,, there- 
fore, is to prick the calloufed part (with an 
inilrument about an inch long, (harp at the 
point, and thicker upward in proportion) as 
full of holes as poilible. 

Let a bit of cork, or elder, be fixed to it^ 
with the pith taken out, in order to go \\o deep- 
er than the fubftance of the callous, yet always 
through it.* This done, let the part be bathed 
with vinegar ; and foon as the blood is ftopped^ 
apply the following blifter*

Tie blijlering ointment in page 80, one ounce i 
^il of vitriol, one dram i fpirits of fat am^ 

moniaci 
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mom'ac, two 'drams ; oil of origanum ^ one 
dram ; common falt^ one dram z mix them 
carefully together for ufe. 

This blifter muft be worked in with a fpa- 
^la, half an hour together, by little at a time, 
and repeated every niorning, for four or five 
days together. After the firft time of ufing it,^ 
the ointment muft only be fpread on, and a bit 
gf hog's, lard rubbed round the edge to prevent 
its fpreading any further. 

When this treatment is finiflied, and- the 
blifters arc dry, the horfe may be turned out to , 
grafs two or three months. And if any lame« 
nefs flill remain, he muft be brought up, and 
the blifter repeated as before* This method 
will cure fpavins, ring-bones, and fphnts, of 
three or four years ftanding, after all other me-^ 
thods have failed.

If thp part will admit a bandage, let a flai^- 
pel dipped in the mixture, be rolled on. But

in bruifes, where the extravafated blood cannot 
be difperfed, the |)cft way is to open the fkin, 
and let out the grymcs, which may then be 
drefled with the digeftive ointment, or oils, in 
the fame manner as wounds. When critical 
tumours, or fweHings, arifc froip internal cau* 
fes, as fevers, fisfr. they muft not be difpcrfcd^ 
except they fall on the. lower parts, as the paf- 
^ern, or coffin-joint, fo as to put the horfc ia 
danger of being foundered. In this cafe, the 
fomentation in page 77, fliould be applied three 
times 9«day j^ and » fiajine), wrung out of the 
fame, be bound on, in order to keep the joint 
continually breathing. But if thefwelllng ap- 
pears under the jaws, behind the ears, on the 
poU^ withers, or in the groins, and caufcs^ it 
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^o fwcll, il; muft be encouraged with the fo£t* 
^ning ointnxen.t in page 88, and a poultice made> 
9f rye flower, boiled, in milk,; and a proper 
quantity of hog's lard added to it ; or fooiented 
with a fufficient quantity of wormwood, marfli ^ 
piallow^ cools, ajid. ale dregs, twoorthrqe tinjes 
a-day. Soon as the matter i^ formed, the tu- 
mour nxay be. let out with a. hot iroa or lajicet, 
and afterward drefled. with digeftive ointment 
in page 85* and in the fame manner as there, 
diredted. Wounds of this fort muft never be 
tented, nor dreflcd with digeftives, any longer 
than while a good matter appears, and thefweU 
ling fubiides 2 let it then be healed with tinc- 
ture of myrrh, and ^gyptiacum ointment, 
fmeared on with a feather ; and a little burnt 
alum, coloured with bole-armenic, mav be 
fprinkled on the fore. And if fungous, or 
proud flefli fhould appear, whilft it is dreffed 
with digeftives, the wound may be touched 
.with a little butter of antimony. '

Of the POL X-£ V I M 

fTp H E poll-evil, is an abfcefs near the.poll- 
of a horfp, formed in the iinews, between. 
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Wit poll -bone, and the top vertebra of the neck. 
It generally proceeds from blows, hurts, or 
ftrairts; by drawing, or fometimes a critical 
tranflation of matter in fevers. Thelafl is moA 
difficult to cure; 

•If it proceeds fronl any external violence, it 
ihay be eafily cured by rubbing the part well 
once a-d^y, with the bracing mixture, in page 
'jf I afterwards bleed, and give the diuretic 
drink, or ball, for greafy heelsj and repeat it 
eveey third dayi three or four times. If ih^ 
fwelling doci not begin to abate in a fortnight*s 
timei the blifter in page 80, may be rubbed oa 
once every other day, three or four times, which 
will fooii difperfe it, or bring it to a fuppui 
ration. Soon as the matter is formed, it mufl 
be opened with a (harp knife, made for the 
ptirpofe of opening wounds. There is no dan- 
ger in cuttings if you mifs the tendon, or fi- 
new, which runs under the mane. To avoid 
which let the horfe's nofe be twitched, and lift- 
ed up to flacken the tendon ; for if his nofe be 
hooked in, the tendon will be fo confined down, 
that it will be difficult to get the finger under it. 
About an inch and an half from the mane, put 
in yeur knife> and examine the part with your

It is eadly known hovrf^r the 
ulcer extends before the fwelling is cut ; for fo 
far as the fwelling reaches^ it i^ always ulcerated 
under tHe tendoA* When, yoli are cutting; do 
it. b^ little^ at atinie, and condahtly feel witta* 
your 6nger whece the teildon lies. If both fidei 
be bad^ they miid be treated in the fame man« 
ftcr; This done, the fingers may be riin alorij^ 
under the maile^ in order to find whether any 
rough or decayed bonea- are left behind, which 
ioay be taken but with a drawing knife. Whert 
the above is performed, let the wound be dref- 
fed with, the following iliptic^

This dreffing muft remain a 
fortnight ; then fcald and ditch up the place 
again: and at the expiration of three weeks, 
fcald and ftitch it once more, which generally 
forms the cure* The wound muft never be 
meddled with betwixt the dreflings, only taking 
care to keep his neck clean j as the wound will 
run three weeks or a month after it is drefled the 
laft time. If any fungous, or proud flefh^ 
fhould remain, it muft be touched with the ftip- 
tic aforefaid. The horfc muft not be turned to 
grafs till fuch time as he is thoroughly ciired^ 
and then grafs will be of fervicii.

Of the Pijiula, and Bruifes in the Withers^ 

'ip HIS diforder generally begins on the top 
of the withers, is fmall at firft, but foon 
enlarges and fpreads on each fide. It common- 
ly proceeds from bruifes or pinches of the fad- 
die. 
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^e, and, unlefs timely care be taken, will ter- 
minate in very obftinate ulcers or fiftulas. If 
it be owing tabruifes, and the Ikin not broken^ 
let the fwelled part be rubbed twice a-day with 
the repelling mi^tijre in page 77. This done, 
take a large forkful of horfe-dung from the 
dunghil, as hot as poffible, and apply it to the 
fwclling, with a rug andfurcinglc garthedover 
it, which will difpcrfe it in a few days. But 
if the fwelling arifes from a critical tranflatioii 
of matter in a fever, repellents muft be omit- 
ted, and the fwelling aflifted, to bring it to a pus 
or matter, by rubbing the part, morning and 
night, with the black ointment, in page 88, 
ajnd the hot dung applied as above. This rae-, 
thod will foon break the tumour, and be much 
better than cutting. When the wound is thus 
broke, it muft be opened with a knife,* to pre- 
vent any matter being confined in it ; and then 
dreffed with the ftiptic in page 104, and after- 
wards with the fcalding njixture in,page 105, 
in the manner there direded^ twice a week» As 
foon as a good matter difcharges, and the fwell- 
yig fubfides, i;he wound generally looks wide 
^nd ill, which may be healed by fmcaring the

Warbles, are fmalj, hard tumours, which, 
appear on the horfe*s back (chiefly about ihp.

The cure will be eafily performed, by^ 
rubbing the warbles once or twice with that ex^^ 
ccllent mercurial ointment mentioned for (heep. 

A fetlaft, generally arifes froma jpinch of tht. 
ftddle artd cbllar. Let the parts be rubbed oncfc. 
a-day ,with the abovetiien.tioned fheepointntent j 
and if the fkin turn horny, it muft be cut oat> 
and the place fmeared with the w<Mind*-baliam 
twice a-day, and afterward the above powders 
ftfewed on it.

limbs clean and dry^ is a great preventative 
againil this diforderi Th.e cffioA is afwelling 
of the limbs^ and (http eruption, which dif-.

^d glue. When the horfe's heels are firlt ob- 
ferved to fwell, while he ftand^s in the ftable^ 
and go down with exercife^ let them be well 
wafhcd when he comes in with foap fuds, cham* 
ber-lyc, o^ vinegar and water ; and the parta. 
afterwards rubbed inceflantly for a confiderablc 
time. The rubbing with the palm of your 
hand, may be repeated three or four times a-day, 
in order to prevent the ftagnation of blood and 
humours obftrudting the veflels in thofc parts.

Rat-tails, generally take their coUrfe froni 
the pailern to the middle of the fhanks 1 and 
are fo called froni the refemblance they Bear to 
the tail of a rat* Some are moid; others dryl 
The moift, muilbe treated as the greafe jp arid 
the dry, with the mercurial ointoient for Cheep.

In a few days after this^ 
turn him out to grafs for a fnonth or fix wecks> 
which will take the tumours entirely awayi 
or if he be fired and bliftered, and then turned 
out, they arc furc not to return again. A bog* 
fpavin is generally (though falfly) called a blood

*rhis is a tumour which appears on theinfide 
of the hough, and gives way to the preflure ot 
the finger, but recovers its ihape on the remo- 
val of it. The bog-ipavin arifes from a ftraitt 
in the hock-joint, occafioned by hard riding, 
drawing, leaping, &c. 

Sometimes young horfes will ftrain themfelves 
by galloping in the pafturcs ; by which the cap-^ 
fular ligament that furrpunds the joint, is di- 
vFded, and the fynovia difcharges itfelf into the 
tend of th* hock, where it is contained in a 
bag or cyft.

This done, he may be turned out to grafs 
for fix weeks. ' If he ihould be weak at that 
time, firing will be of great fervice, if it be 
done neatly, and the bliftcring charge applied 
on the joint (fee page 81) and then turned out 
to grafs, the fame fpace as before, or longer. 
This method will cure bog fpavins, though 
ever fo violent, or long ftanding.

jnjT horfes to foiinderin their feet, from which 
bothing fliould be pa^ed but what is rdtten or 
ifQVil> and not . too much hollowed in ihoeihgi 
jf ;the feet be hard and dry, they miift be filled 
np.every flight with the following corhpoluioiii 
The horfe fliould. never work with any ftiiffing 
in his feet, but let it be takea out befbrehb 
|;Qe$ to WQrk, and frefli'put in when hfe returni*

Dip a few hurds in this mixture, and llop the 
horfcs foot with them ; this done, put two bits 
of flicks (commonly called fplints) croflways^ 
with each end under the ihoe. When the hor- 
fe's hoofs are dry and brittle, it is a common> 
though ah injudicious pranflice, to oil or greafc 
them, which has ruined many a good foot.

» The beft method is, to wafli the ho^fe's hoofs 
in old urine, once or twice a-day. Thi$ will 
ftrengthen thfe fioof, and prevent its either crack- 
ing or breaking, after the fliells are firft rafpcd 
off, and will fo ruft the nails, that a clinch 
will not ftart from the time of (hoeing till h* 
wants it again. But if the hoofs be greafed o^ 
oiled^ the clinches will fometimes rife a quarter 
of an inch in a week's timc,^ which loofens the 
Aoe, and cracks the hoof as far as the nails ex-^ 
tend. The ftarfow heels may be treated in the 
following manner. Tiake a firing iron, not too 
•hot, and fifrc from the point of the heel, as far 
a8 the hoof is drawn in, between the hair and

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l^oof, but rather mope upon the hoot This 
riiuft be done on bothin-heel and out; if they 
bind in, fire tolerably deep towards the heels.

AHorfe is hoof -bound, when tlie hoof is vc-» 
ry tight round the inftep, l^tween the hair 
and hoof, and wide at the bottom, refemblin^ 
the (hape of a bell. It is often ocqafioned b^ 
fitting on broad and hollow ftjocs i though, 
fometimes, by a fever falling down into the 
horfe*s feet. In this cafe, the farrier generally 
falls to work in paring and drawing the horfe's 
foot, in order to find out the lanienefs^ and af-^ 
terwards pyts on a broad (hoe, very much hol- 
lowed. By this fatal praflice, in a week or a 
fbrtnight*s time, the hbrfe's coflBn drops, and 
all cure is rendered ineffedual. This is. owing 
to the chief fupport of the foot being takeo, 
away, and bad ihpeing. But if the above com- 
plaint be taken in time, it may be cured by 
eafing the flioe, and ftopping the foot with the 
pjeparation in paige 12^, and then rubbing tfic 
bjiftering ointment in page 8p, all round the, 
inftep, jufl: above the hoof. In a few days af-*.. 
ter,.^ let the hprfo be turned cxut to grafs the fpaga, 
of tWQ or three months.

The depth and fituation of the wouod, or pipe, 
xnuft be examined with^ a prqbe or crow quill ; 
then let half an ounce of fublimate be made, 
into a pa((e with a little fpirils of hartibornj^ and 
lay it on a firefhovel-, fcttiog it by the firefid.e tp 
dry, till it turns black; a fmall quantity of 
which pafte, (of the bulk of a pea or bean), 
muil be rolled in a bit of paper, and farced to, 
tj)e bottom of the ulcer, .or pipe, with a fkewer j 
tjben fill the hole with tow.

A Canker in the foot, generally proceeds from 
the runhing-thruAi, which fpreads and 
runs under the fole of the feet till it falls ofT, 
and turns rotten and putrid. The firfl: intent* 
ion of cure mud be to pare the foot do^n; 
then with a knife, bent in the fhape of an half- 
moon, pare out the rotten and putriHed fle(h, 
which grow^ on the bottom of the foot, taking 
care not to cut deeper than the rotten part, left 
it fhould endanger the cofJin-bonc. Ifhis done, 
put on the moe with two nails on each (ide, and 
take a handful of common fait, and lay it over 
the part which is cut ; then wedge it faft up 
with hurds, which will ftop the bleeding.— 
The next day take off the drefling, and examine 
whether the hoof prefTes on a tender part ; if 
fo, it muf^ be pared quite thin ; and if hollow 
underneath, it may be taken out, which, ifne- 
ceifary, muft be done every time it is drefTed* 
Rub the parts with the iEgyptiacum, and dip 
fmall pledgets of tow in it, and lay them upoa 
every part afFedted with the canker ; afterwards 
lay a pledget of hurds dipped in tar, over the

drcfl5ng> and dry hurds upon the whole. The 
drcfling muft be fplinted to the foot as fall as 
poffiblc, as that will be a means of bringing 
about the cure fooner. The foot muft be dreff- 
cd once a-day^ as before direded ; and if any 
fungous fiefh appears^ fprinkle a little verdigreafe 
in powder, over it. Sometimes in this diforder 
the horie loofes his hoof, and then it becomes 
very troublefome to cure* For when the (hoc 
cannot be inade faf):, it is impoilible to faften 
the drefllng; unlcfs a boot be made on purpofe, 
and fo many cloths or rags applied, as will heaC 
the foot, and make it worfe than before • 
Therefore, to prevent the hoof from falling 
off, let it be well waChcd every day with the 
iharp water, (lifed for the greafe) before the 
foot is drefled, and the cankered part, and all 
round the inftep, muft be wafhed with the fame* 
This method will preferve the hoof from fall-i 
ing off, and with the help of the abovcmenti- 
onbd inftru(^ions, every ikilful perfon will be 
able to effed a cure on the worft kind of can* 
kcred feet whatfoever.

The following will 
be found an effectual cure in thefe cafes. Firft ' 
tafp the quarter quite thin throughout, and 
with a firing-iron, gently heated, fire exactly 
between the bar and hoof, beginning at the 
corner of the heel, and going forward, half 
art ifich> or an inch, upon the found part of 
khe foot, and fire it pretty deep through the li- 

S gament 
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gamcnt which unites riie hoof with the roro^. 
net. This done, drefs the parts with the di- 
gcftivc ointmentin page 85, a week or ten days 5 
then heal the wound with an equal quantity of 
iT^gyptiacum and the wbiihd-balfem, mixed to- 
gether.

Let the horfe be kept in thfe ftiiMe till the 
\^ound be dried and healed ; and afterwards 
turned out into a good ftraw-yai-d, 16 continue 
there'all winter: this operation being always 
bfeft performed it the lattci- eiid of iht year. 

In Fijc o)r eight weeks ^fter the horfe is fired^ 
a new hoof will appear all round the coronet, 
as far as he was fired. When it is grown half 
an inch down, and any ways out of form, it 
muft be brought into fliape by rafping, and 
waftied with old utitie. Soon as the quarter is 
grown down, and the horfe begins to work 
again, every time he is new Ihod, his feet muft.

TT OR S E S,^. in general* ^re more fubje^:^ to 
lamenefs in the feet than in any Qther part 
qF the bodyv and, for want of timely care and 
proper judgment, it often proves of bad confe- 
quence; tbefe parts, being- naturally tender and 
^xpofed to inflammation . When matter is oncQ 
formed in any part of th^ fpQ^x. it muft be dif- 
charged; otbkcrwife, the bone, which is of a 
fpongy nature, foon becomes afFe(3:ed, and the 
whole foot is ia danger. The mofl dangerous 
part in a Ijorfe^s foot, when ftubbed, is the 
point of the frog, being near the coffin-bone. 

When any foreign bodies are lodged in the 
feet; fach as nails, ftubs, thorns, &f^^ the foot 
ipuft be pared with a drawing-knife to thp* 
quick, all round thq part, and the bodies ex« 
trafted-foon a& poffiblq^ I^ the wound be rc^ 
Qcnt, or flight, a li(;tle oil of turpentiiie pour- 
ed on it, and fct fire to it witt an. hot poker, 
is con^qionly a prefent cure, without further 
application; but if it penetrate fo deep as to 
affedl the coffin-bone, no time fliould be loft ia

Country farriers are prone tp a very bad fault^i 
iin the management of a horfe that is. l%me im 
the foot. After it has been pared <|uite thia^ 
;|jnd the horfe f(> far recovered from his lame* 
pefs as to* he capable of work,, the farrier ^ene* 
raUy wedges the lame partj, under the flioc^ 
with hurdsj, to preveo^ the gj^avel working. to» 
the wound. This is very wrong, as the pref-*^ 
fijig of the hiirds fills the lame part full of pain^ 
and the gravel is fure to worJk between the hoof 
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:(nd ^he hurds^ fo a§ to make it \mp0flibl9 to be 
cxtradted, ai^d the horfe lamer than he was at 
firl^. To prevent which, a horfe when lame 
in the feet, muft never work with any kind of 
Huffing fn themf but fhould be (hod fo as to 
cafe the part, and that the gravel may w^ear put. 
\(^henever he comes from work, the foot muft 
always be well wafhcd, and drcffed as before- 
mentioned*
